LOS ANGELES—With all but one pb abiact counted, the. 
primary vote in Los Angeles County shows many surprising 
twists and revealy certain weaknesses in the left and liberal 


forces. 

While the four Communist-en- 
dorsed non-partisan’ candidates 
polled a large vote, their tally 
was badly split by the presence 
of numerous liberal and so-called 
liberal opponents. 

Leo Gallagher, logical candi- 
date to oppose _ labor-hating 
Judge Arthur Crum for Superior 
Court, Office 15, ran against five 
other candidates, including Irv- 
ing Taplin, who had considerable 
liberal support. 

Positive Gain 

Gallagher ran third with 63,- 
136 votes, while Crum led with 
221,825 and Taplin got 100,710. 
Despite ‘the bad split of the lib- 
eral vote, Gallagher polled about 
15 per: cent of the total, as com- 
pared to 17 per cent two years 


| ago, when only three candidates 


ran. This, then represents an 
actual gain of positive strength, 


as every vote cast this time was 
for Gallagher and not merely 
negative. 


For district attorney, the liber- 
al and left forces again were 
badly ,split. Of five candidates, 
four either were liberal or made 
claims to liberal leanings. 

Buron Fitts, reactionary  in- 
cumbent, polled 208,034 to 137,- 
188 for Harlan G. Palmer, who 
goes into the November run- 
off. In 1932 Fitts was elected 
in‘the primary by a 4-1 vote. 
This time he captured only 40 
per cent of the vote.. 


Grover Johnson, Communist- 
endorsed labor attorney, received 
a large vote, considering three 
others’ were contending against 
Fitts. He got 24,672 votes. 

Supervisorial Race 

All incumbent — supervisors 
were elected in the primaries. 
Samuel W. Jones, Negro candi- 
date, came in fifth with 4283 
votes, leading Kate Richards 
Ohare by a large margin. In 
th$ 4th District, William T. 
Brinkley, Communist endorsed, 
polled 1350 votes, eleventh in a 
field of 15 candidates. John 
Harry Randall, who ran on a 
platform acceptable to the Com- 
munist. Party although without 
its endorsement, was nosed out 
of second place in the 5th Dis- 
trict, receiving 9489 votes. 

In the -13th Congressional Dis- 
trict, the arch-reactionary 
Charles Kramer decisively de- 
feated Parley Parker Christen- 
sen, Epic councilman, seeking the 
Democratic nomination. 

Kramer polled: 27,717 votes to 
14,500 for Christensen, who re- 
fused to speak on the same plat- 
form or to attack seriously Kra- 
mer’s’ record’ throughout his 
campaign. Kramer also received 
the Republican nomination, so 
he will be opposed by Emma 
in

How has this expressed itself? 
During the past year Roosevelt 
capitulated time after time be- 
fore the demands of the reac- 
tionary forces. On relief—the 
demands of the geactionary cen- 
ter were for the abolition of re- 
lef and throwing the unem- 
ployed back on the counties. 
Roosevelt, giving in to this pres- 
sure, sharply reduced the relief 
apprepriations. Of course, there 
is a difference here between 
Landon and Roosevelt, One is 
for the abolition of relief and 
the other “only” cuts relief— 
but it clearly brings out Roose- 
velt’s capitulation before reac- 
tion. A determined _ pasition 
against the fascist forces de 
-manded the maintenance. and 
extension of relief expenditures 
to’ meet the growing needs of 
the unemployed army. 

Huge War Budget 

On the question of war pre- 
parations. The reactionary forces 
demanded larger, war appropria- 
tions. Roosevelt approved the 
largest peace-time budget our 
sountry has ever seen, a budget 
acclaimed by the reactionary 
‘orces as the ‘greatest, achieve- 
ment of the administration.” 

On the social legislation. The 
‘ew crumbs given to the work- 
ws and farmers were wiped. out 
yy the Supreme Court. Roose- 
velt said and did nothing. A 
jetermined step against the fas- 
xist forces demanded action to 
curb the usurped powers of the 
Supreme “Court. Roosevelt had 
the right to take action—either| 
by enlarging the number of jus- 
tices of the Court, by enacting 
a law denying the Court juris- 
diction over social and labor 
legislation, or by initiating the 
move for a constitutional amend- 
ment curbing its usurped pow- 
ers. But: Roosevelt did nothing. 

Roosevelt rejected genuine so- 
dial : security legislation. He sign- 
ed the vicious Copeland -bill 
against the seamen. 

Roosevelt permitted the carry- 
ing through of a Congressional 
investigation of the Townsend 
movement for old-age pensions, 
‘n this way estranging this broad 
movement and leaving it wide 
open for the machinations of 
‘he reactionary forces (Landon, 
Hearst, Coughlin), while he did 
nothing to investigate the Lib: 
erty League—the hot-bed of re- 
action. 

Constant Surrenders 


These few issues along show 
how Roosevelt constantly gave. 
in to the reactionaries and cut

It is therefore our task to show

the violence of the Black, Le- 
gion and other fascist forces, etc. 

Pressure From the Left 

This progressive note struck at 
the Democratic Convention only 
emphasizes what we Commun- 
ists have stated time and time 
again—that the only way the 
people can wring concessions 
from Roosevelt is by the organ- 
ization of the independent polit- 
ica] action of the workeérs—by 
the pressure from the Left. With- 
out the existence of a powerful 
independent front of all progres- 
sive forces, Roosevelt if elected, 
will move further towards the 
right, giving in more regularly 
to the desires of Wall Stret, as 
the past ‘year has so glaringly 
proven. 

That. is why the Communist 
Party warns all progressive 
forces not to rely on Roosevelt 
to defeat fascism, emphasizing 
that Roosevelt’s vacillating posi- 
tion has weakened and not 
strengthened the fight against 
fascism, has left the path open 
for the reactionary forces to in- 
fluence large strata of the popu- 
lation, especially the middle 
class, has weakened the resis- 
tance: of the working class. 

It was. precisely labor’s reli- 
ance upon Roosevelt, which pre- 
vented the formation of a 
Farmer-Labor Party this. year 
leaving the path open to the 
Coughlins and Smiths to exploit 
the desire of large discontented 
sections of the population for a 
third-party movement, iby organ- 
izing the stooge Union Party;

But our disagreement with the 
labor and progressive forces who 
are supporting Roosevelt, should 
not prevent us from . working 
with them for the common aim 
of fighting reaction on which we 
do agree—to build a_ united 
front on every economic and 
political issue, small and large— 
on a local, state and national 
scale, We must build a united 
front with the Roosevelt sup- 
porters to establish local and 
state. Farmer-Labor Parties, and 
win them for the eventual 
ldunching of a national Farmer- 

abor Party. While we agree 

these labor and progressive

For the first time it was carried on over the entire country, and reached even the farth- 


est and most forgotten corners 


of France. 


In the past, the influence of the Communist Party 


did not penetrate the villages at a distance from the railways, and the inhibitants of these 
villages only learned of Communism from the lies and slander in the reactionary press. 


This time things were quite 
different. The leaders of the 
Party spoke over the radio sev- 
eral times. The statements of 
the Communists -were heard 
everywhere. “} i 

For and Wide 


The Central Committee of the 
Par.y issued a great amount of 
.gitational material, adapted to 
various strata of the population. 
Thanks to the growth of its or- 
ganization, and the great sym- 
pathy felt for it, the Party was 
able to spread this material far 
and wide. 
. The Party put forward candi- 
dates in all constituencies. The 
election campaign was carried 
out in the localities by all the 
Party members, and mainly by 
the persistent work of tens of 
thousands of active workers. 


For one and a half to two 
months all the Party members 
were engaged in continuous ac- 
tivity, and they did great work. 
There were numerous ‘examples 
of unwavering loyalty, wonderful 
initiative, and often even of 
heroism. : 
Comunist Hero 

The gardener Comrade Blach- 
on, an old active Party worker, 
was put forward as a candidate 
in Montelimar-Nyons, in the de- 
partment of Drome. He had to 
carry out the campaign in a 
district: where the Party was ex; 
ceptionally weak. .On January 
1, 1936, it had only 45 members. 

Comrade Blachon had to visit 
148 villages, a great many in 
the mountains. Almost alone, 
without money, with only acci- 
dental means of transport, very 
often on foot, Blachon began in 
March to make his way from 
one end to the other of his con- 
stituency. em 

He-was everywhere, organizing 
meetings even in forgotten ham- 
lets with only 25 or even 15 in- 
habitants, and where no active 
Party worker has even been. A 
bourgeois newspaper published 
in Montelimar, which followed 
how our’ comrade, alone, with 
insufficient funds, threw himself 
into the battle, wrote ironically: 
“We should admire such brav- 
ery.” 

300 Recruits In Six Days 

This bravery was combined 
with an ability to organize. 
Blachon set himself the task of 
recruiting 500 new members for 
the Party before the end of the 
campaign. And: while agitating 
for Communism, he at the same 
time recruited new members, ‘and 
established a Party organization. 
In six days he traveled through 
two mountain regions, organized 
50 meetings, recruited 300 new 
members to the Party, formed 
units and sold Party pamphlets. 

_ Everyone was surprised at the 
results of his work.

On ‘this 
day 4000 people came to the 
meeting and among them were 
very many peasants from far- 
off mountain villages. 

‘Triumphant Results 


The result of Comrade Bia- 
chon’s work was the following: 
Instead of 1008 votes received by 
the Communist Party in 1932, it 
received 5485. The Socialist re- 
ceived 7244 votes. In the sec- 
ond round, Blachon, according to 
a decision by the Communist 
Party with the Socialist Party, 
withdrew his candidature in fa- 
vor of the Socialist, who was 
elected. 

Comrade Blachon not only 
increased the number of votes 
cast for the Communist Party 
by more than 400 per cent. He 
also formed a Party organiza- 
tion in that constituency. Five 
hundred new members joined 
the Party, and so he fulfilled the 
task he had set himself at the 
beginning. of the electoral cam- 
paign. 

The district-Party Committee 
is setting itself the task of cov- 
ering and consolidating the new- 
ly established organizations, and 
training the newly recruited 
Party members. 

How to Rally Farmers 

Comrade Jardon,.mayor of a 
village community, :was candi- 
date in the second electoral dis- 
trict of Montlucon, department 
of Allier.

Such a committee was under 
discussion for months and _ its 
earlier formation, with the re- 
strictions flowing from the ‘un- 
ity” resolution of the recent syn- 
dicalist congress, might well have

Teday the Anarchists and 5So- 
cialists are joint governing 
powers controlling separate arm- 
ed forces. The mere signing of 
the pact therefore removes the 
grave danger of the Anarcho- 
Syndicalists precipitating a split

By signing the pact the Anar- 
chists put aside their ‘all or 
nothing” past and take a respon- 
sible position in the defense of 
specific advantages of the work- 
ing class against specific dan- 
gers.. And over and above this 
important general consideration, 
the pact specifically calls upon 
the workers to form one single 
factory committee in each place’ 
of work. 

Lessons of Revolution. 

Three weeks of revolution have. 
swept aside 64 years of sectarian 
doctrine and practice.. The prob- 
lem of opening factories and 
whole industries abandoned by 
Fascist owners, the problem of 
coordinating the action of the 
separate militias, and the prob- 
lem of keeping the machinery of 
production and distribution func- 
tioning at the present moment, 
suddenly fused into one for the 
anarcho-syndicalists. 


With their ‘recognition that 
there is a_ relation between 
these problems, they openly 


abandon apoliticism and throw 
overboard all the ready-made 
syndicalist formulas. 

Of course, this would not have 
happened if they had not been 
in politics all the time. But neg- 
ative politics and positive poli- 
tics are as different as victory 
and defeat for the. workers. 

Workers Really Rule 

Today when the;real govern- 
ing agency of Catalonia (and 
similarly, Spain) is the Anti- 
Fascist Militia Central Commit- 
tee, with heavy predominance of 
working class representatives, 
the anarchist decision is a guar- 
antee of continuing working 
class hegemony in Spain.

Reviews A Book | 


IN DUBIOUS BATTLE, 
JOHN STEINBECK. 


In Dubious Battle is the story 
of a strike in the apple orchards 
in California.. Although: 
about workers and written from 
the “proletarian. slant” its author 
remains a bourgeois intellectual. 
In no place im the book does he) 
or his main character, MacLeod, 
the Communist organizer, show 
any faith in the courage, integ-| 
rity or the honesty of the work-. 
ing class. Throughout the book 
Steinbeck, through his main 
character, remains aloof from 
the workers, never for one _ in- 
stant identifying himself with 
the workers, but rather stands 
aside and views the scenes ob-| 
jectively. As the title implies, 
is not quite certajn 
about the battle. It’s a dubious: 
battle at best. If such be the 
case, that there is anything dub- 
‘ous about the workers’ fight for 
bread, Steinbeck has never been | 
hungry. in his life and ‘doesn’t 
know what the hell he’s talking 
about. | 


The story opens up with a 
young kid of 22, or so, Jim No- 
lan, applying at the office of a 
section organizer for admission 
to the Communist Party. 

Aceording~ to Steinbeck, 
section organizer + was satisfiec 
that Nolan was of -timber of 
which ‘good Communists are 
hewn. He is O.K.’d as a member 
in. goed standing. The organizer 
assigns him to duty as_ fielc 
worker in the apple orchards. 
Just like that. Anyway, Nolan 
in the company of one MacLeod, 
one of-the best organizers and 
strike tacticians in the state, set 
out for Torgas valley. The ap- 
ple crop is about ready to be 
picked and the’ “fruit:stiffs” are 
gathered in the jungles from far 
and *wide. 

Arriving in the town near the 
orchards, MacLeod mysteriously 
takes. out a paper with a list of 
names on it.. These are ‘“sympa- 
thizers,” he informs Nolan. He 
picks out a yokel named Al who 
owns a. lunch wagon as the first 
sucker. They go in and MacLeod 
caHs Al by his first name. ‘then 
winks _ significantly. MacLeod 
drops hints about a strike and 
indulges in other hocus-pocus to 
impress Al. The yoke] gets all in! 
a lather over being cut-in on the. 
Party machinations and fixes} 
them up-with a hamburger in- 
stead of coffee and doughnuts as 
was his original intention. This 
incident is illustrative of the 
nokum Steinbeck injects into the 
yarn here and there. MacLeod 
had no reason to use Al for a 
sucker. He could have gotten 
something to eat by being square 
with the guy. 

Nolan wants to know how Mac 
starts. strikes. Mac informs him 
there is no set rule. The policy 
being to wait for something to 
happen on which an issue can 
be hinged. His greatest worry is 
io get himself in strong with 
the workers in some way. The 
Spportunity presents itself im- 
mediately. In, the jungle a girl 
is about to have a child. She 
is the daughter-in-law of big 
London, the dominant figure 
among the fruit pickers. But 
there is no one about to help at 
the child delivery except a filthy 
old hag. Mac jumps into the 
breach and takes charge. The 
old hag is driven out into the 
20ld night and Mac, posing as a 
doctor,’ delivers the child. Lon- 
jon is pathetically grateful. Pres-_ 
to,-and the two wily Communists 
are in plenty strong with the 
mob. When the dirty work is 
done, Nolan asks Mac where he 
Yearned the business. Mac winks 
slyly and informs him that he 
had never attended .a child birth 
before. Just a case of good old 
Communist initiative. 

‘The next| day or so they all 
go to work ypicking apples on 
the big. Hunter farm. The grow- 
ers, however, hai cut the wages 
at the last minute. Mac sends 
Nolan out to fecl out the work- 
ers. They are in'an ugly mood 
but not ripe for a strike. All is 
needed is a little “push.” That 
comes a few days later. An old 
man coming down a rickety lad- 
der snaps a wrung and falls to 
the ground, breaking his hip. A 
crowd gathers. Mac points dtam-. 
atically to the ladder. The wokk- 
ers blow up. When the checker 
in his riding pants shows up 
they knock him down and give 
him the boots. Mac nudges Nolan 
and’ tells him that this is it. 
Now’s the time for a_ strike. 
They call London aside, who by 
this time has become their hench- 
man, and instruct him to call 
a meeting, have himself elected 
chairman and vote in a strike. 
London’ goes to work. 

In the meantime, Mac _high- 

tails it to town. Al, the lunch- 
wagon guy, has a father, it seems. 
The old man (Anderson is .the 
family name) owns a small ranch 
on which the bank holds some 

“paper.” With the strike on, he 
loses his ranch if his -crop is: 
not picked immediately. Know- 
ing this, Mac, through Al, meets 
the old man and gives him a 
proposition. He will see to it that 
Anderson’s crop is picked if the

His 
timing and suspense are perfect. 
For good measure he throws in 
some bang-up gory fights, a dash 
of sex, and ‘a little bit of every- 
thing that goes to the making 
of an exciting book according to 
the best bourgeois traditions. But 
to go back to the story. 


The vigilantes — swoop down 
on Al’ burn his lunchwagon and 
beat him ‘simple. What's more, 
of an evening a short time later 
they sneak out to the Anderson 
place and set fire to the barn, 
burning up his crop, the barn, 
all that’s in it and two hound 
dogs, not including Anderson’s 
radical offspring, Al.
